The Imperial Canopy over the Throne of the Chariot is ſupported by 


two Carved Angels, as big as the Life, of Silver; the Canopy being moſt 
ſumprnouſly enrich'd _ with Angels, Cherubims, Cc. On this 
Throne fits a Majeſtick Figure . repreſenting a Royal Virgin; in her 


Right Hand a Royal Scepter, in her Left. a Target of the Company's 
Arms. The Virgin being the Arms of the moſt Ancient and Firſt Com- 


pany of the City, the Honourable M ERCERS, conſtituted in 


the Reign of King Richard II. The Perſon repreſenting this Figure is a 


young beautiful Gentlewoman, of good Parentage, Religious Education 
and Unblemiſht Reputation, ſelecfed and choſen by a Committee for the 
Occaſion. Her Habit is made of Rich white Satin, adorn'd with Fringes 
of Gold, and enrich'd with Lockers of Diamonds and all manner of 
Jewels. On her Head (her Hair diſheveld) ſhe wears a Spiral Coronet of 


Gold, richly ſet with Jewels. From her Shoulders hangs. a long Robe 


of the richeſt Crimſon Velvet, -&c.- lined with white Satin. Beneath 
this principal Figure, on a ſmall Deſcent below her, are placed her two

ments of Siver. At each corner are four Pyramids with the Eſcutcheons 


of the worthy Donors and Benefactors. Within this Temple are ſeated 2 


Mercury, with three other Attendants, repreſentin Induſtry, Vigilance 
and Labour, as being the chief Miniſters of Wit for the accompliſning 
of all Arts.
